A plant for the hauling of coal by 


electricity is being installed at the 
Cassingbam mines in Plea.-aal Valley 
The plant is for the purpose of 


moving large quantities of coal at 
small expense and with rapidity. A 
large ntoter will be used, and the sys- 
tem is similar to tbat in use for a 
number of years at tbe Morgan Run 
mine. Tbe company now uses the 
rope haulage system, but 'his will be 
dispensed with when the electric mo- 
tor is put in operation. 


Mr. Keley, the engineer in charge 


of tbe construction, has been at work 
on the plant for some time. 
Tbe 
heavy motor cannot run on the light 
rails used in tbe mine, and rails of 
greater weight have been put down. 
The plant will be expensive and will 


be complete in every detail. The pur- 
pose being to increase the output of 
the mit»e tbe moter will haul more 
coal cars than were ever moved before 
in a nine of tbe Coshocton district.

Cru tup- 


In OU:o there Is a gubernatorial elec- 


tion. and the contest has been especial- 
ly spirited. The Republican nominee 
for governor is George B. Xash. the 
present incumbent, and the Demo- 
cratic nominee is James Kilbourna. A 
lieutenant governor, attorney general. 
treasurer, supreme court justice, clerk 
of the supreme court and member of 
the board of public works are also to 
be elected. Special interest, however. 
centers in the election of members of 
the state legislature, which will choose 
the successor to Joseph B. Foraker. 
whose tern: as United States senator 
will expire on March 4, 1903. Senator 
Foraker is a candidate for re-electioa. 


There is a state election in Iowa, the 


Republican candidate for governor be- 
ing A. \V. Cummins and the Democrat- 
ic candidate Thomas J. Phillips. In 
Iowa aL*o there is involved the election 
of a United States senator to fill the 
vacancy of John H. Gear, who had 
been elected for the term beginning 
March 4. He died before qualifying. 
ami his seat is occupied by appoint- 
ment by Jonathan P. Dolliver. Mr. 
Dolliver is a candidate for election to 
the seat that he now holds by appoint- 
ment. 


There is a state contest in Maryland 


this year also of national interest. The 
state officers to be chosen, a comptrol- 
ler and treasurer, are of consequence 
only local. But the legislature to be 
elected will choose a successor in the 
United States senate of George L. Wel- 
lington. who was elected as a Repub- 
lican, bnt later withdrew from tLat 
parry. The Sght centers around the 
smbition of Arthur P. Gorman to re- 
turn to the United States senate. 


In Illinois the next legislature will 


choose a United States senator to suc- 
ceed Wiiliain E. Mason, whose term of 
office expires March 4, 1903. Senator- 
Mason is understood to be a candidate 
ffr re-election, but in the Republican 
legislature caucus will be opposed by 
Ctiarles G. Dawes. who resigned the 
position of comptroller of the currency 
to make the senatorial campaign. 


IP Xetv Jer^y there is a state elec- 


tion. the candidates for governor being 
Franklin Mnrphy (Rep.) and James M. 
Scytaonr (Dem.). Both are prominent 
and vrell to <lo business men of the city 
of Newark. There are no issues of na- 
tional character involved other than 
tin- maintenance of party lines. 


In Massachusetts the Republicans 


seek the re-election of Governor Wil- 
liam Murray Crane over Josiah Quincy, 
the Democratic nominee. 


In Virginia, where a governor, lieu- 


tenant governor and attorney general 
are to be chosen, the Democratic ticket 
is headed by Andrew J. Montaane. The 
Republican candidate for governor is 
J. Hampton Hoge. 


In Kentucky only local offices are to 


be filled, but a legislature is to be elect- 
ed that will choose a successor in the 
United States senate to William J. De- 
boe. -whose term will expire March 4, 
1903. 


In Pennsylvania a state treasurer and 


judge of the supreme court are to be 
elected. The Democrats are supporting 
independent fusion nominees for these 
offices, which is a phase of the Quay 
and anti-Quay contest which seems to 
be ever present in Keystone politics. 


In New York state only county offi- 


cers and members of the assembly are 
to be elected. As the legislature is not 
this year called upon to choose a United 
States senator the elections attract lit- 
tle attention outside tbeir Immediate 
bailiwicks. A political campaign of al- 
most national i« 
r<>*t is, however, be- 


ing waged wiili ;.^i usual vigor in New 
York city. ?n wh^b the Republicans. 
Citizens' Union and various other polit- 
ical organizations, with Setb Low as 
their candidate for mayor, seek the 
overthrow of the Tammany Democra- 
cy. whose candidate is Edward M.

When George Gould completes tbe 


improvements now being made on bis 
grounds at Georgian Court, Lakewood, 
X. J.. it is said be will possess the most 
beautiful summer home in America. 


Tbe improvements now being made 


include an artificial lake 200 feet long, 
100 feet -wide and 50 feet deep, on 
which his sons will navigate their 
launches and sailboats. A small army 
of workmen are now engaged in exca- 
vating for tbe lake bed, which will be 
laid up in cement and masonry. One 
arm of a saail lake now extends into 
ti>e grounds of Georgian Court, and 
from this water for the artificial lake 
will be drawn.
